CONGRESSIONAL PRUCEEDINGS. 

IN the Senate, on the 2éth, Mr. Edmunds 
asked unanimous consent forthe passage of 
a joint resolution extending until July 1, 
1891, the period during which the laws of 
Nebraska shall be enforced in the Territory 
of Oklahoma. Mr. Morgan objected and the 
bill went over. Mr. Morgan called up his 
resolution directing the committee on priy- 
ileges and elections to amend section 31 of 
the Elections bill. Pending debate the hour 
of eleven arrived and Mr. MePherson contin- 
ued his speech against the Elections bill. At 
12:45 p. m., the Senate adjourned until the 
eo The House was not in session on 
the 24th, 

IN the Senate, on the 29th, the question of 
the legality of the action of the Idaho Legis- 
lature in electing three Senators, was dis- 
cussed and the credentials of the Idaho Sen- 
ators (Shoup and McConnell) were referred 
to the committee on privileges and elec- 
tions. A bill to relieve the inhabitants of 
Gallup, N. M., was passed. Mr. Aldrich pre- 
sented the Cloture resolution of which he 
had given notice and it was allowed to lie 
on thetable. Mr. Stewart gave notice that 
he would ask the Senate after the morning 
hour, to take up the Financial bill. The 
Elections bill was taken up, and Mr. Hiscock 
and Mr. Hoar spoke in support of it...... The 
House was not in session on the 29th. 

PERSONAL AND POLITICAL. 

CONSUL TWITCHELL at Kingston, Ont., 
makes the statement that he has been 
approached by a Canadian exporter in 
regard to defrauding the United States 
revenue, with a view to inducing him to 
enter into the practice. Mr. Twitchell 
furthermore says he believes consular 
frauds have been practiced to the extent 
reported. 

On Christmas Day Robert Jahn, a New 
York dealer in diamonds and jewelry, 
disappeared. When his big safe was 
opened by creditors, on the 29th, in- 
stead of the $20,000 worth of stock it 
was supposed to contain, only one cop- 
per penny and 2 lot of pool tickets on 
the Guttenburg races were found. 

A MAN, supposed from a railroad pass 
found in his pocket to be Rev. George 
A. Schnitzler, of De Pere, Wis., dropped 
dead ina St. Louis restaurant on the 
afternoon of the 29th. 

A Mrs. Hawk, of Lincoln, Neb., has 
become the victim of a religious mania 
which takes the form of visiting the 
various churches, ascending the pulpits, 
singing a weird song and kissing the 
ministers. She is a disciple of Rev. Mr. 
Minehart, who was. recently expeléd 
from the Methodist Episcopal church. 

JoHN GAGE, one of the wealthiest 
men}/in Vineland, N. J., died there on 
the 29th, aged eighty-nine years. De- 
ceased was one of Chicago's pioneers 
and built up and operated the first flour 
mill in that city. 

OCTAVE FEUILLET, the distinguished 
French novelist and dramatist, died on 
the 29th, in the seventy-second year of 
his age. He was a member of the 
Academy and an officer of the Legion 
of Honor. 

THE action of Secretary Rusk of the 
Department of Agriculture at Washing- 
ton in closing certain Vermont ports for 
the entry of Canadian: cattle into the 
United States, owing to the alleged ex- 
istence of pleuro-pneumonia in the Do- 
minion, is much criticised in Canada. 

THOMAS ANDERSON, aged eight years, 
the son of George Anderson, of Owen 
County, Ind., has grown remarkably in 
the past two years. When six years 
old he was like other children, but 
soon began a rapid growth, until now 
he weighs 200 pounds. 

MILLARD FILLMORE’s books and those 
of his son were sold at auction at the 
old Fillmore mansion in Buffalo, N. Y., 
on the 29th. The sale was conducted by 
the executors of Millard Powers Fill- 
more, the President's son, and con- 
tained about 3,000 volumes, a great 
part of which were law books. 

LA BELLE Kin@, one of the opium 
smugglers who escaped from the United 
States Secret-Service ofticers while being 
conveyed from his home at Port Huron, 
Mich., to Detroit, about two years ago, 
by jumping through a car window, was 
captured at Olympia, Wash., on the 29th, 
where he was driving a laundry wagon 
under the name of Boulanger. 

GEORGE D. SANGER, a brother-in-law 
of the late Bishop Beckwith of Georgia, 
and prescription clerk in Rose & Cherry's 
drug store at Macon, Ga., dropped dead 
on the evening of the 29th, while sitting 
on a stool in the store. The autopsy re- 
vealed the fact that death was caused 
by over-stimulation of the heart, super- 
induced by constant and excessive smok- 
ing of cigarettes. 

CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 

On the 27th, at Scottdale, Pa., George 
Plutor invited a young man named 
Plunter up-stairs from the room in a 
boarding-house where both were paying 
addresses to the same young lady, and 


shot him through the heart. The mur- 
derer was arrested. 
At Buck’s Landing, on the Ohio, 


during a heavy wind-storm, on the 27th, 
the steamer James A. Blackmore was 
struck with such force that she careened 
on her side, when the cabin parted from 
the hull and the boat went down. It 
was with difficulty that the crew saved 
themselves. 

On the 29th Captain George W. Wal- 
lace and several men of the Seventh 
Cavalry were killed and Lieutenant 
Darlington was wounded in a fight 
twenty miles east of Pine Ridge Agency, 
S. D., with Big Foot’s band. The bat- 
tle grew out of an attempt to disarm 
the Indians, who had just come in from 
the Bad Lands. One report said that 
fifty of the soldiers had been killed or 
wounded, and that the Indians, num- 
ering 150 braves and 250 women and 
hildren, had been practically exter 
ainated. 


ON the 29th a rock slide occurred at 
the mouth of the new tunnel at Niagara 
Falls, instantly killing William Anger, 
of Bertie, Ont., and breaking the leg and 
fracturing the skull of Peter Scanlon, 
of Niagara Falls, N. Y. Both were 
workmen. 

EUGENE Piguet, the cashier of the 
Lancashire Insurance Company of New 
York, who skipped with $10,000 belong- 
ing to the company, is a prisoner in 
Geneva, Switzerland, where he is held 
awaiting extradition. 

Fire at Burlington, Ia., on the night 
of the 29th, caused a loss of over $200,- 
000. The principal losses were Wyman 
& Rand's block and the stove and tin- 
ware establishment of Kriechbaum & 
Dewene. 

Two escaped convicts broke into the 
house of T. Pierce at Pierce Junction, 
Kas., on the 29th. They were num- 
bered 403 and 527, respectively. They 
helped themselves to food and clothing 
and a few other things of no great value 
and escaped. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

On the afternoon of the 27th a sleigh- 
ing carnival took place on Pennsylva- 
nia avenue, Washington City, and 
“speeding” was allowed between 4:30 
and 5:30 p.m. There was much merri- 
ment and few accidents. The sidewalks 
of the- famous thoroughfare were crowd- 
ed with spectators, who cheered the 
drivers. 

LATEST reports from the scene of the 
battle between Big Foot’s band and the 
troops who were attempting to disarm 
them, state that nearly the entire band 
was exterminated by the enraged sol- 
diers. Father Crafts, a Catholic priest, 
was wounded during the battle. 

Tue lymph patients at Johns Hop- 
kins Hospital in Baltimore, Md., are re- 
ported as improving under treatment. 
The doctors say the patients have with- 
out doubt been greatly benefited by the 
inoculation. 

THE Union League Club of Chicago 
has taken the initial step toward secur- 
ing improvements in the city’s appear- 
ance during the World’s Fair and the 
removal of unsightly landmarks. Other 
clubs will be invited to co-operate. 

A NEW law against the Jews will be 
promulgated in Russia with the opening 
of the new year. It forbids selling, 
leasing or mortgaging toa Jew any es- 
tate within the empire. All privileges 
heretofore granted to certain Jewish 
meréhants as to the ownership of‘ real 
estate are canceled. 

THE arbitration between Portugal, 





Great Britain and the United States : 
relative to the forfeiture of the Delagoa 
railway concession will commence at 
Berne early in January before a com- 
mission of three Swiss jurists. 

THE continued summer-like weather 
in, North Dakota is the source of con- 
sideragje conjecture. Up to the 29th 
the mercury had not dropped to the 
zero mark. Farmers have been plow- 
ing in their fields all winter. The 
‘oldest settler” fails to recall a simi- 
lar instance in the history of the Mis- 
souri Slope.

DANIEL DENNETT, the venerable agri- 





cultural editor of the New Orleans 
Picayune, is dying at Brookhaven, Miss. | 
He has been bed-ridden for months, but | 
his death was caused by pheumonia. 


M. A. DAvpnin, president of the 
Louisiana State Lottery Company, died 
at New Orleans on the 28th. He was a 
native of France, and up to his death a 
citizen of that country, never having 
been naturalized. 

Lovis GIRAUD, a prominent civil engi- 
neer, has just come into San Antonio 
with specimens from the new tin dis- 
coveries, which are creating much ex- 
citement. It bas been found in work- 
able quantities on the Colorado River 
in Llano County, Tex. 


Mr. anp Mrs. J. Strona, of Ottawa, 
Kas., had arranged to celebrate the 
fifty-first anniversary of their marriage 
on the 27th, and relatives were present 
from various parts of the State to par- 
ticipate in the festivities. In the morn- 
ing Mr. Strong died, and in the after- 
noon Mrs. Strong passed away. Both 
were apparently in excellent health 
and their sudden deaths was a surprise. 


SecRETARY NoBLE holds that an ap- 
plicant who, prior to the act of August 
30, 1890, had perfected title to 820 acres 
or more under the general land laws, 
may under that act acquire title to 326 
acres more. Thatis to say, the act is 
not retroactive. 

At Tucson, Arizona, Adolph Verduge, 
under sentence of death, struck Jailor 
Pellon three times on the neck through 
the grating with a dirk, forced the door 
open, took the keys and escaped. 

Tue available assets of the insolvent 
banking firm of S. A. Kean & Co., Chi- 
cago, are about $96,000; the liabilities 
amount to $510,000. Fully $200,000 was 
loaned to personal friends, practically 
without security.

PROFIT SHARING. 


Success of the Experiment as Tried 
at St. Louis. 








The Panacea, when Honestly and Intel- 
ligently Administered,for the Troubles 
Between Labor and Capital 
—Five Years’ Kecord. 





St. Levis, Dec. 30.—The N. 0. Nel- 
son Manufacturing Company has just 
held its fifth annual meeting since the 
profit-sharing plan went into effect. 
The great warehouse and store-room of 
the concern was closed at noon, and all 
hands, from the president of the com- 
pany to the office boys, numbering 
over two hundred people, took a special 
train on the Clover Leaf Line and visit- 
ed Edwardsville, Ill., where the new 
industrial village of Le Claire is 
fast rising on the grounds which 
six months ago were covered by 
a wheat-field and orchard. The 
party were greeted on arrival by the 
blowing of steam whistles. The shops 
there were in full blast, and every ma- 
chine was kept going for half an hour, 
in order that the St. Louis men might 
examine them while in motion. The 
work being done there is the making of 
bath tubs and bath-room cabinet work. 
After looking over the machine shops 
the party separated in little groups to 
examine the eighteen or twenty neat 
residences and the club house which 
have been erected in the village. They 
found the club-house, with its spacious 
reading rooms, filled with boarders who 
are working in the shops, and 
who live there comfortably and almost 
luxuriously at four dollars per week, 
the men hiring a housekeeper to run 
the place, and all bills being audited by 
a committee selected from their num- 
ber. There is a wood fire-place in the 
reading-room and the house is lit by 
electricity, and has all the modern im- 
provements and comforts. A visit was 
also paid to Superintendent Neustedt’s 
house, where refreshments were served. 

Returning to St. Louis the annual 
meeting was held. Mr. Nelson made an 
address, reviewing the results of the co- 
operative system during the five years 
of its existence, an abstract of which 
appears below. Mr. Nelson said: 

EMPLOYES AND FRIENDS—Five years ago 
we began sharing profits between capital 
and wiges..’ There had never been any 
trouble between us; the house had been 


prosperous since its foundation; its policy 
was satisfactory to you and us. We had, 


; therefore, no business reasons for adopting 


the co-operative system. We did not then 
nor have we since imposed conditions or re- 
strictions. We have not asked longer hours 
por harder work. We have never inquired 
whether you belonged to unions or favored 
protection or free trade. Prospective divi- 
dends have been the pretext for lower wages. 
Our foremen have been instructed to pay 
the highest current wages paid for similar 
work. 

Teall your attention to these facts at this 
time in order to make it clear that profit- 
sharing is not coupled with burdensome or 
humiliating conditions. We adopted this 
plan because it seemed tous right. What a 
man works for should be his, and no elabo- 
rate sophistry of wages fund or of supply 
and demand ¢an impair this principle of 
justice. It matters not by what ingenious 
system of law or of force the shrewd and 
strong absorb the results of other men’s 
efforts, it is oppression and wrong. It is not 
benevolence, but justice, that the man asks 
who lives by the work of his own hands. 
Is his product measured by the wages 
which he gets? Has he no equity ex- 
a contract made under the 
duress of necessity? Have we no dispute 
with the man who reaps a lordly income 
from the midnight stitching of sad-faced 
women? The dense fog of money-making 
does not blind us to humane obligations. 
We put the brand of Cain upon the man who 
imperiously declares that he is not his 
“brother’s keeper.” 

Mr. Nelson then drew a comparison 
between co-operation and competition; 
told of the labors and victories of Le 
Claire and Godin; showed the im- 
portance of realizing the fact that no 
man lives to himself alone; that ‘‘men 
must not le so unfair as to claim rights 
while avojding their duty;” counseled 
the defense of just rights after duty had 
been fulfilled, and continued as follows; 

For the first four years under this plan 
we paid dividends in cash, giving sim ply the 
privilege of investing dividends in stock, if 
so desired. It hasthus been made clear to 
you that the dividends were a reality, that 
they were not simp!y manipulations on na- 
per. Atthe beginning of the present year 
we gave notice that, thereafter, the directors 
reserved the right to pay dividends either in 
cash or in stock. This business needs all its 
earnings to develop its factories and meet 
the requirements of a growing trade. No 
dividends upon the capital have ever been 
withdrawn. Ail the earnings,except what has 
been paidto you in dividends, have been re- 
tained inthe business. Your directors have 
decided to pay the dividends for ,1890 in 
stock of the company, and this will be the 
policy of the future. There is now a large 
part of the capital of the house in the hands 
of men who have earned their stock by divi- 
dends on their wages and salaries. It is our 
desire that this proportion should continue 
to increase so that in time the business will 
be owned and controled by the men who do 
its work. 

Most of you understand the method of di- 
vision; but for new comers it may be appro- 
priate to here reiterate it. The business is 
managed by directors and officers like any 
other corporation. We pay regular 
wages, just as any other manufacturing 
house. Both to salaried men and to factory 
men we aim to pay the best of wages so that 
we may get the best of men. Our fore- 
men are under standing instructions to pay 
at least as much as is paid for like work in 
similar establishments. All capital invested 
is allowed six per cent. as its wages. Having 
ascertained what the net earnings of the year 
are we set aside one-tenth for a surplus fund 
to meet losses in unprofitable years. From 
one-tenth to one-twentieth goes to the provi- 
dent fund, which is under the control of a 
committee elected by yourselves. 
fund allthe sick and needy are amply pro- 
vided for. Wethen make an equal dividend 
upon capital and the total amount 
paid for wages and salaries. Each 
man gets tie same diviiend on his 
wages that he would on @ 
amount of stock. When his dividend is con- 
verted into stock it receives its interest and 
dividend, jyst as the capital owned by the 









original proprietors. During the five years 
in which the system has been in operation 
we have paid forty-three per cent. in divi- 
dends on wages, besides the considerable 
amounts paid out by the provident commit- 
tee, and the amount of surplus fund accu- 
mulated to meet future contingencies. Those » 
of you who have taken all your dividends in 
stock have received, as interest and divi- 
dends thereon, 64 per cent. on the first year’s 
amount, 47 per cent. on the second, 32 per 
cent. on the third, 16 per cent. on the fourth, 
besides compound dividends on the first 
three. 

Nine hours constitute a day’s work in this 
house, with full pay. Believing that ten 
hours is too long a day’s work, we shortened 
the time—first, to fifty-seven hours a week; 
and later, to fifty-four hours. During the 
past busy season—for about four months— 
the hours were by unanimous consent, made 
sixty a week. When orders were pressing, 
it seemed sound policy to try to meet them. 
Our interests were mutually at stake 
in making the best of a good season, 
We are managers for you as well as for 
ourselves—and you met our advice cor 
dially and with good judgment. We shall 
in the future, still more than in the past, 
depend upon your united efforts and your 
sound judgment in any contingency that may 
arise. 

Our business has continued to grow and 
prosper. The good feeling which we have 
endeavored to carry out toward you we have 
also carried out toward the trade. Our sales 
of 1889 exceeded those of the previous year 
by twenty per cent.; and 1890 exceeds 1889 
by something over twenty-five per cent. 
With the very large increase in our manu- 
facturing facilities already perfected, and to 
be hereafter added,we * ee no reason why the 
same rate of increase should not continue 
from year to year. The dividend of the past 
year, as verified by your representative, is 
ten percent.—for which stock certificates will 
be handed to you in due time. 

A hearty round of applause followed 
the announcement of the dividend, and 
the meeting broke up, when the men 
filed past the cashier's window to re- 
ceive their weekly pay envelopes and 
to exchange cordial and hearty greet- 
ings with their employer, greetings 
which came most cheerily and honestly, 
furnishing in their very heartiness a 
proof of the wisdom and value of profit- 
sharing. 





THE GRAND OLD MAN. 


Mr. Gladstone Celebrates His Eighty-First 
Birthday Anniversary at Hawarden Cas- 
tle, Surrounded by Family, Friends and 
Neighbors—The Fountain Commemora- 
tive of His Golden Wedding Unvailed. 
Lonpon, Dec. 30.—To-day occurs the 

eighty-first anniversary of the birth of 
William Ewart Gladstone, who is spend- 
ing the day in the midst of his family 
and surrounded by friends. Advices 
from Hawarden are to the effect that 
the Welsh village is crowded with vis- 
itors, who have come near and far to 
pay their respects and tender their con- 
gratulations to the old statesman.

Among the throng who visited Ha- 
warden Castle were many of Mr. Glad- 
stone’s American admirers. It was 
noticeable, too, that political enemies 
as well as allies were of the number 
who most cordially saluted the distin- 
guished host. In addition to all this, 
vast stacks of congratulatory letters 
and telegrams, variously originating in 
America, Australia, the continent and 
all parts of the British empire, 
are pouring in upon Hawarden. 
Mr. Gladstone, whose health is of the 
best, as usual upon such occasions, at- 
tended religious services in the morn- 
ing, accompanied by Mrs. Gladstone and 
other members of the family, most of 
whom gathered to do honor to their il- 
lustrious kinsman. 
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Later in the day Mr. Gladstone drove 
in an open carriage to attend the un- 
vailing of a beautiful fountain which 
the people of Hawarden, irrespective 
of politics, have erected to commemorate 
his golden wedding, and which is 
placed just outside of the chief entrance 
to the castle. In his speech avcepting 
the gift and thanking the donors, Mr. 
Gladstone said that after fifty years of 
residence in their midst he had become 
so warmly attached to Hawarden that 
he hoped to continue with them during 
the remainder of his life.

Fatal Result of a Joke. 

A trifling affair caused a man’s death, 
near Kenton, Tenn., a few days ago. 
Lewis Thompson struck George French 
In the head with a breast yoke and 
killed him. It seems that Thompson 
had recently married, and applied to 
another man for washing for his wife, 
and, ina friendly and joking manner, 
French said he was going to marry and 
get a wife to support him, whereupon 
Thompson took offense at the remarks 
made by French, and from this the 
trouble started and resulted in French’s 
death. Thompson fled, but was capt- 
ured shortly afterward and safely jailed 
at Troy. 





A Flame-Enveloped Girl. 

Miss Eulalie Wall, niece of Rev. G.W. 
Wall, of Lake Charles, La., in her stx- 
teenth year, while in the kitchen, in 
some way had her dress catch fire. 
Finding the flames beyond her control, 
she ran screaming out into the neigh- 
boring grounds. Sheriff Reed, with an- 
other man, happening near there ina 
buggy, heard the screams of the burn- 
ing girl and rushed to the rescue. The 
flame’ were extinguished, but the poor 
young lady was burned beyond recov- 
ery. Her limbs and body were one 
great burn from which the flesh drop 
ped off. 


Mormons at Work. 

There is quite a revival among Mor 
mons in the counties of Jefferson, 
Glascock and Warren, Ga. The mis- 
sionaries prosecute their work in the re 
mote districts, and once a year, about 
the close of the crop season, the effect 
begins to be seen in the number of ten- 
‘ants who want to move West. The 
number from the region indicated this 
year is larger than ever. Several local 
clergymen of other denominations are 
discussing the advisability of making 
an appeal to the Legislature against 
the Mormons. 





Fifty Lashes Each. 

William Foggy, Harmon Johnson and 
Samuel Johnson, colored burglars, aged 
thirteen, fourteen and fifteen years, who 
were discharged from the United States 
Court in Louisville, Ky., two years ago 
on account of their youth, having been 
convicted for burglarizing the post-office 
at Millersburg, Ky., were convicted for 
burglary at Paris, Ky., and Judge Bryer 
gave them their choice of being held for 
the Circuit Court or taking fifth lashes 
each. They chose the latter, and their 
parents chastised them publicly. 


Largest Cotton Cargo. 

The British steamship British Queen 
cleared for Bremen from New Orleans 
the other day with a cargo of 12,250 
bales of cotton valued «at $612,500. The 
vessel was loaded in twelve working 
days, and showed four and _ three- 
eighths bales to the registered ton. 
This is the largest cargo of cotton that 
ever left New Orleans in any one ves- 
sel, and probably the largest cargo that 
ever crossed the ocean. 


Chattanooga Tin Plate. 

It is said that Congressman Neidring- 
haus, of Missouri, will visit Chatta- 
nooga, Tenn., soon, and take with him 
on his return to Washington a sample 
of tin plate made in Chattanooga, and 
manufactured from Southern material. 
Mr. Neidringhaus is one of St. Louis’ 
largest manufacturers, and is interesting 
himself in the production of tin plate ir 
this country. 


Murder Over a Parnell Dispute. 

Pat Fahey and Cornelius Sullivan 
yuarreled at their boarding-house near 
Lexington, Ky., over the Parnell situa- 
tion. Fahey struck Sullivan with an 
axe-handle, When the latter cut Fahey’s 
throat and stabbed him to the heart 
with a pen-knife. Fahey died at once. 
Both were Irishmen and worked as rail- 
road section hands. 


Direct Trade Convention. 

Jovernor Northen of Georgia has is- 
sued a call for the direct trade conven- 
tion to mect in Atlanta on January 14. 
The convention is for the purpose of 
“formulating a plan by which we can 
2ffect direct trade with Liverpool.” The 
Governors of the South Atlantic States 
have been invited.

In Lowndes County, Ala., the three- 
year-old son and the five-year-old daugh- 
ter of Mrs. Martha Ellis were burned te 
death, their clothing catching fire. The 
mother, in trying to save the children. 
was terribly burned.

The writer says that 
the ghost was ‘‘seen to emerge from the 
State library, pass along the first stoop, 
enter class-room number nine and seat

‘Ina few minutes the ghostly figure 
proceeded to the blackboard, where it 
went through the manenver of writing 
notes of a lecture. Then he took from 
the trough a long pointer in his right 
hand, faced toward the seats usually oc- 
cupied by the class, and went through a 
series of gestures as though delivering a 
lecture; at intervals placing the pointer 
on the board as though to explain some- 
thing written upon it.
